Central Arev’s Off-Street 
Space fur Autos Shows 10 
Per Cent Increase 


Capacity of off-street parking places, 
including open-air lots ani garages, 
has increased more than 10 per cent 
during the past eighteen months in 
the Central Traffic District, according 
to s survey made public yesterday 
by the Trafic Commission. The net 
increase in parking capacity is 1544 
cars. 

In the entire downtown area, from 
Sunset to Pico and Los Angeles to 
Figueroa, there are eighty garages 
with a capacity of 11,499 cars, and 
221 auto parks with a capacity of 
20.768 cars, making a total off-street 
parking capacity of 32,257 auto- 
mobiles.
